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The Supreme Court Declares the 
Law TJnoonstitutional 


WAPHTNaTON. May 31.—Tho Incoino tax 
law, which hcis rocolved so Inrffe n share of 
fcho public afctoutlon since the beginning 
of tho first regular session of the Fifty- 
third congress, is a thing of tho past. Ai- 
tor being twice board In tho United States 
Bupromo court, It waa finally decided by 
that court to bo invalid and unconstitu- 
tional. There wore four dissontini? opin- 
ions delivored in thnse cases, ono each by 
Justioea Harlan. Whlto, Brown and Jack- 
son» showing that tho court had stood five 
to four against tho law. 


Inoflmuch as ono of those dissenting 
opinions was handod down by Justico 
Jackson, and as ho was absent at tho first 
hearing, when tho court divided evenly on 
tho question of custalning tho law on all 
points except tfcoso as to tho tax on In- 
comes from rents and bonds, it follows 
that ono of tho members of tho court who 
at first pronouncDd for tho law, except on 
thoso two points, ohangod hla attitude 
after tho second arp:iunent. There is very 
little quostlon that Justico Shiras is tho 
member who revised his viows of the law. 
He, however, made no announcoment 
either yesterday of when tho first opinion 
was dellvorod as to his position. 


Whllo tho opinion of tho chief justice 
was largely a roviow of the general aspects 
of tho questions involved, he based tho 
opinion of the court on tne argument that 
tho provisions of tho law regarding the 
tax upon rents and bonds wero so essen- 
tial a factor of it as to render all other 
parts of it dependent upon thom, and that 
in accordance with tho woll known rule 
of law bearing on this question, tho law 
as a whole must be declared invalid. 


Tho opinion of the chief justice, whilo 
receiving tharespectful and careful con- 
sideration oHiis auditors, was not tho sub- 
ject of such general remark as were tho 
opinions of Justices Harlan and White, 
which wore conched in language so vigor- 
ous, and even so emphatic in their ar- 
raignment of tho majority, as to cause 
vory general comment. 
Both jusfcicep in- 
dicated -tht'ir belief that tho ruling opin- 
ion was revolutionary, and intimated that 
serious consequences might ensue. Jus- 
tico Harlan suggested the necessity for 
amending tho constitution in view of tho 
opinion. 


It is not believed in Washington that 
fcho president will fool it necessary to call 
an extra session of congress.

A Royal Greeting to Miss Winnie DavU, 
"Oanghtcr of the Confederacy," 


HOUSTON, Tex, May 23.—The first day 
of tho Confederate veterans* reunion horo 
was marr<»d by rain, but this did not 
dampen tho enthusiasm of tho veterans 
when, after llstouiug to a brilliant speech 
by General John B. Gordon, and hearing 
the roport of tho historical committee, 
Miss Winnio Davis, tho "duutrhter of tho 
Confederacy," was introduced.

The masses of old veterans wore so over- 
come with enthusiasm that a wild rush 
was miulo for tho place where Miss Davis 
stood, and in an instant she was sur^ 
rounded by a mass of mon, all pushing 
pell moll to grasp her hand and show how 
happy they woro to moot her. Hnalizhig 
the -danger of such a crush Governor 
Lowry and several others oaine to tho 
rescue, extricating Miss Davis from tho 
crush, and placing her where she »-ould b© 
seen by all and bow her acfejaowledg- 
ments. 


At the conclusion of tho ovation tho 
crowd dispersed, and Miss iiavis was 
driven to the residence of Judge Master- 
son, whose guest she is. 


A rioa for Venezuela» 


WASHINGTON, 
May 
S3. — Tho United 
States has been again asked to act a-s in- 
termediary in an international complica- 
tion. This time tho troublo is between 
France and Venezuela, resulting in a com- 
plete termination of diplomatic relations 
between them. The French minister at 
Caracas rccontly was given his passports, 
whereupon Franco sent two warshijjs to 
tako away her minister and all tho lega- 
tion archives.

Ella Devan was badly hurt about the head 
and shoulders, and will die; Jeasie Dovan, 
aged 5, injured internally, probably fatal; 
Catherine Leway, aged 5, bruised about 
tho head and body; Jennie Wehnert, agod 
7, badly out in head; Emma Wehnert, 
head and body bruised. Six baby car- 
riages wore kicked to pieces by tho mad- 
dened horse.

BTOKENCE, May 23.—Tho trial of seven 
anarclUsts charged with the murder in 
July last of Hignor Bandi, editor of Tho 
Gazette Livornesso, of Leghorn, was con- 
cluded yesterday. Tho murder was com- 
mitted on tho day that President Carnot 
of Franco was assassinated by rianto Ces- 
ario. Signer Bandi had written strongly 
against men of the Ceaario tj-pe. The crime 
was committed by a man named Lucchesi, 
who, with an accomplice named Franchi, 
was convicted and sentenced to imprison- 
ment for thirty years.

labor.

General Cogswell iiiid been 
ineupaoltated for congreBslonul work for 
about six months, and was not in his seat 
during tho last sesbion of tho Fifty-third 
congress. In tho latter part uf tho fall of 
Iblii ho was attacked with kidney trouble, 
which has never since left hlin. Ho was 
nearly 57 yeai^ of ago.

The Seventy-fonr IMouibers Arrested for 
Contempt Rxonerated* 


HAUmsBUim. May la.—Warrants wero 
issued yesterday by vSpoaker Walton for 
tho arrest of sovonty-four inombors of tho 
house of representatives. Thoy are in con- 
tempt of tho house for absenting thom- 
Bolves without leave. Their absence pre- 
vented tho transaction of business yoster- 
day, and forced an adjournment until 
noxt Monday evening, 


HARUISUURQ, May 20.—There is noth- 
ing left for tho lawmakers to do but work 
if they expect to got away by Juno 0. Tho 
house calendar is crowded with bills, 
many of which will be dropped to save 
time and hasten the fiuiil adjournment. 
The senate continues to move along in 
that leisurely manner which has charae- 
fcorlzed its proceedings all through tho ses- 
sion. Tho calondar is clear of senate bills 
and orowded with house measiu'cs onflnal 
passage. Tho latter number about 2(K), 
and will have to bo disposed of before tho 
representatives will agree to adjourn, 


HAKUISBUHG, May SI.—There was a 
larger attendance in tho house last night 
than at any time sinco tho lirst week of 
the session. The presence of so many 
members was tho result of tho arrost of 
seventy-four of them for contempt in ab- 
senting themselves from last Friday's ses- 
sion without leave. It had been announced 
that the members under arrost would bo 
arraigned ono by one before tho bar to bo 
purged of their contempt, and tho spectiv- 
tors expected to witness ai'arosccno. They 
wero disappointed by the adoption of a 
resolution offered by Mr. Riter, of Phila- 
delphia, exonerating all tho guilty ones. 


Tho recalcitrant members were in an 
ugly mood, and when the rules eommittce 
submitted some changes in tho t)rdor of 
business thoro was a fight that lasted an 
hour. Tho ol)jcct of the committee was 
to lengthen the hours of work, but when 
it was adopted in amended form it short- 
ens the session about four houi*s a week. 


In tho senate tho judicial apportion- 
ment bill was amended by Mr. Brown, of 
Westmoreland, so as to authorize tho gov- 
ernor to appoint an additional law judgo 
for that county, and by j\lr. Meredith, of 
Anustrong, so as to make a separate dis- 
trict of each of tho counties of Butler and 
Lawrence. Mr. Vaughan, of Lackawanna, 
also ftecurod an amendment increasing 
tho number of judges from two to three. 
In this shape the bill passed second read- 
ing. 


Tho bill to prohibit foreign building and 
loan asspciatiouB from doing business in 
this state under penalty of a flue of $500 
and imprisonment not exceeding two 
years was passed finally. 


HARRISBURG, May 22.—The house de- 
feated on final passage yesterday tho con- 
gressional, senatorial and legislative ap- 
portionment bills by a vote of 78 to w. As 
if to even up matters tho senate killed tho 
house judicial apportionment bill. Tho 
vote against each was so deeisive as to 
preclude all possibility of their reconsid- 
eration. Tho action of the house is a great 
surprise after tho practical unanimity 
with which it passed tho three bills last 
week on second reading. By the deteat of 
these measures Allegheny loses a congress- 
man, a senator and four representativeu, 
to which it was entitled under a new ap- 
portionment, and Philadelphia loses a 
congresemoa, 


Aftor tho defeat of those bills tto house 
proceeded to the consideration of roveiiuo 
bills on third reading. The Cochrane bill, 
taxing brewers twenty-four cents a bar- 
rel of thirty-one gallons, was amended so 
as to relievo bottlers from payings double 
tax and then laid aside for final passage. 
The Lawrence bill, taxing tho 
actual 
value of bank stock four miUd paisod 
finally. 
Tho Grady bill to punish pool 
selling and transmitting bets, and tho bill 
Increasing tho salary of tho adjutant gen- 
eral from 
500 to P'l.OOO, also passed this 
stage. 


Speaker Walton announced the appoint- 
mont ol lieprebentatlves Kiter, Fow, Mar- 
shall, Curtin and Ames to represent tho 
house on the Cotton States exposition 
commission. 


A resolution was reported from thecom- 
mitteo on rules fixing final adjournment 
on June 0 at 
o'clock noon. The house 
postponed action on tho resolution. 


The bill making a unifoi'm policy of flro 
insurance was reconsidered and laid aside 
for iuture consideration. Tho bill provid- 
ing for tho coi^veyancc and delivery of 
powder, oil and other explosives to minors 
in mines was reconsidered and defeated 
on final pastiago. 


A communication was received from 
Governor Hastings at tho house evening 
session conveying liis approval of three 
bills, among one to establish a state livo 
Block sanitary board. 


House bills passed finally: To authorize 
cities and boroughs to establish a bureau 
of plumbing and houso drainage, which 
originally only applied to cities of the 
second class; to provide for wide tires on 
country roads; to provide against the 
adulteration of food.

convinced that "things do move." 


In the beginning of the sixteenth 
century potatoes A^ere brought from 
America to Europe for cultivation in 
gardens as a curiosity. This year, be- 
fore the shipping season closed, about 
April 15, there wtre forwarded, from 
one flection of Colorado alone, 6000 
carloads of "spudn," each car averag- 
ing 400 bushels. 


Only ft few years ago, when some 
enterprising farmers commenced the 
cultivation of potatoes, on what then 
appeared to be ft largo scale, they 
were heartily ridiculed. 
Time hft'3 
proven, and only a very short time at 
ihat, the correctnesH and sound judg- 
ment of the level-headed grangers who 
fully realized the special adaptability 
of the warm, sandy soil of certain por- 
tions of Colorado, to the successful 
production ot the homely, unfashion- 
able tuber. 


While there have been in a few cases 


loaded with seed potatoes and started 
on its automatic labors across a Hold. 
It is accompanied by a wagon contain- 
ing additional "seed."

tivo power supplied by two fine Nor- 
man horses and under the supervision 
of one man this machine will plant 
six acres per day. 
The planter may 
be adjusted to drill, drop and cover in 
hills from ten to twenty-one inches 
apart, as may be most desirable. 


The harvest of the potato crop usu- 
ally commences about September 15 
and continuée until the middle or lat- 
ter part of October. 
During this sea- 
son no one need complain of "no 
work." 
Men, boys, and even women 
and girls turn out en masse to hasten 
the harvest. 
Here, too, inventive 
genius holds sway. 
The ingenious 
harvester, drawn by four powerful 
horses, traverses row after row and 
leaves in its wake glistening lines of 
white and pink tubers as clean and 
neatly separated from their parent

exceptionally large profits in this in- 
dustry in the main it has been a 
steady, profitable business for such 
men as ore willing to give it attention. 


Probably there is no section of the 
agricultural world where tbo cultiva- 
tion of potatoes is so simplified and 
systematized as in the Greeley district 
of Colorado. 
Seeing the enormous 
possibilities of this industry, an en- 
terprising manufacturer of farming 
implements turned his attention a 
couple of years ago to machinery for 
preparing and handling this crop in 
all its stages. 
Tho result has been in 
the production of potatoes similar to 
the introduction of headers and thrash- 
ing machines in tho raising of small 
grains—a marked decrease in the cost 
of production. 


Only by tho use of this machinery 
are the potato farmers of the far West 
to-day enabled to sell their product in 
competition with that ot Illinois and 
Missouri in the markets of Chicago and 
St. Louis. 
They literally make n 
business 
of raising potatoes, and 
knowing that ft too rapid continuation 
of crops is disadvantageous rotate thoir

crop of potatoes from one section of 
the farm to another, alternating with 
wheat and the prolific and fertilizing 
alfalfa, thus ineuring a constant re- 
current replenishment of the light, 
fiandy soil, which has proven so well 
adapted to potato growing. 


Zn the planting season, one of the in- 
geaiouB machines above referred to is 


soil as if each had been carefullj 
polioed" before being released from 
Its earthly repository. 
Each 
"dig- 
ger" is attended by a driver and from 
six to eight "pickers** whosie business 
it is to collect tho potatoes, largo and 
small, in baskets. 
These hands are 
paid from 
to §1,50 per day and 
board. 


In each section of tho field is an* 
other contrivance called a "sorter," 
consisting of an oscillating screen 
hung at an angle of thirty degrees, 
into which tho baskets aro emptied. 
This screen has what is termed a two- 
inch square mesh. 
These potatoes 
which will go through this mesh fall 
into a sack and are kept for seed tho 
following spring. 
The larger pota- 
toes roll from the screen into separate 
sacks, in which they are stored in 
peculiarly constructed collars or "dug 
outs" until conditions are favorable 
for marketing. 


These "dug-outs'* are excavations in 
the ground varying in size according 
to tho requirements of the crop and 
approximately ten feet in depth. They 
aro roofed over almost level with the 
ground and provided with ventilators. 
To such a considerable extent has this 
industry grown that at Eaton and 
Greeley enormous warehouses have 
been erected for the express purpose 
of storing and handling potatoes. 


Greeley has become celebrated for 
her "Potato day," which is usually sot 
for tho 10th of October. 
On this oc- 
casion immense trenches are dug and 
the succulent roots, after being roasted 
to a turn by white-aproned experts, 
are served with appropriate accom- 
l>animents to an admiring crowd of 
appreciative people only limited by 
the capacity of the grounds. 


During the last year there were 
a b o u t 2,4.00,000 bushels of this crop 
harvested in tho northern portion of 
Colorado. 
There have been several 
train loads forwarded to St, Louis 
and Chicago, and many car loads 
have found their 
way to 
interior 
points in Iowa, Indiana, Tennessee, 
Ohio, and even as far south as Louisi- 
ana, 
One, which I secured a photo- 
graph of, contained exactly forty po- 
tatoes and weighed 120 pounds, 
A 
few selected 
bpecimens weighed a 
trifle over seven pounds each, 
Dur 
ing the earl/ part of the shipping 
season ordinary box cars are. used, 
but at the approach of cold weather 
"refrigerators" aro in demand, and 
the greatest care ie necessary in pro- 
viding against freezing by the use of 
false floois, straw packing, and stoves, 
with reliable men in charge. 
The 
present prices range from about GO to 
65 cents per hundred pounds, free on 


board cars at Greeley. 
This is equiv- 
alent to 3G to 40 cents per bushel of 
sixty pounds, and tho present year's 
prtfduotiou will probably average 150 
to 200 bushels per acre.

The Vloturcsiiuo Houses of Our An- 
cestors Again in Voguo.

'In building to-day the wií5o home 
seekers consult thobesfc architects, not 
only as to the bare plans for their 
hoiises, but to learn what kind 
of 
structures will look best in different 
localities. 
It is a hopeful sign that 
tasto is running largely toward Co- 
lonial hoiTsep, the most artistic style of 
building that has over found a lodg- 
ment in this country. 
There aro throe 
main variations in Colonial designs— 
tho English, tho Dutch and the Span- 
ish, although tho first two are tho only 
kind built to any extent in the United 
States. 
Tho English Colonial house

is dignified, large and commodious, as 
tho illustration in this article will give 
some faint idea. 
It haa a substantial 
look, which fits it admirably for a city 
house—its stately 
portico 
opening 
into a broad and hospitable hall, that 
is not a more entrance place cramped 
up with steep and forbidding stairs. 
The rooms are all square, roomy and 
light; the general design of the whole 
house, in fact, making a most impos- 
ing appearance. 


The Dutch style of Colonial archi- 
tecture gives us a more quaint and 
picturesque appearance, bedtting the 
suburb or the quiet, rich, rural coun- 
try. 


Its broad and airy porches are al- 
ways inviting, and there is no sacrifice 
of comfort forshowiness. 


A brief description of the English 
Colonial house is as follows: 


Width, 32 feet 6 inches; depth, in- 
cluding portico, 38 feet 6 inches. 


Height of stories; Cellar, 7 feet; 
first story, 9 feet; second story, 8 
feet; attic, 8 feet. 


Exterior 
material: 
Foundation, 
stone: first and second stories, clap- 
boards; balcony floor covered with 
canvas; 
deck and extension roofs, 
tin; main roof, shingles. 


Interior finish: The entrance hall 
and living room finished in oak; the 
rest of the house hard white plaster, 
colored to suit owner's taste; oak 
floor in tho living room, and stair- 
case. 
Booms throughoTit are trimmed 
with soft wood finished in natural 
colors. 
An open timber ceiling in 
tho hall, living room and dining room, 
with the dining room wainscotted, at 
a cost of about ^500, would much im- 
prove ai^pearance, as would also finislf- 
ing the parlor and one or more of the 
main rooms upstairs in white enamel 
and gold, at an average expense of 
§in0 a room. 


The first floor contains largo hall 
and living room thrown in one, 13x 
19 :8, with dining room in tho back 
connected by sliding doors. 
On the 
left, parlor opening into tho h a l l - 
sliding doors or portiere. 
Kitchen in 
the back. 
Open fireplaces in all these 
rooms, feeding into iiwo chimneys as 
shown in tho perspective viow. 
Four 
large rooms with bath on the second 
floor; open fireplaces in tho two front

chambers. Two rooms may be finished 
off in the attic, or th« attic may be 
finished off hftudsomely in hard wood 
as a billiard room. Full set of plumb- 
ing throughout. 


In the vicinity of New York this de^ 
sign, well built, without extraragance 
in details, would cost ^5000. 
Much 
smaller than this example as illustrat- 
ed vould not look well, but enlarging 
the design enhances its appearance, 


A feasible modification would be to 
throw the kitchen in a two-story ex- 
tension in the back, with up-stairs di- 
vided into two servants' 
bedrooms. 
Additional cost would not be more 
than $400. 


Regarded as a pure example of the 
best Colonial: style, the exterior char- 
acteristics of which are a large square 
structure, with a portico having fluted 


columns with carved caps, a belvidoro 
on the roof, circular head windows 
and delicate details of classic origin. 


The Dutch design as illustrated is 
about tho same size house, but the de- 
sign itself admits of ft much smaller 
dwelling without destroying tho artis- 
tic appearance, 
Wo givo a brief de- 
scription : 


Depth, including veranda, 40 feet; 
width, not including side porch, 34 
feet. 


Height of stories: 
Collar, 7 feet; 
first story, 9 feet G inches; second 
story 8 foet G inches. 


Foundation, stone; first story, clap- 
boards ; 
gables 
ornamented 
with 
papier-mache and shingles; pediments 
of dormers and frieze of large dormer 
ornamented with papier-mache. 
Main 
roof, shingles; balcony floor, tin. 


Interior finish: Hard Avhitoplaster 
throughout, colored to suit 
owner's 
taste; softwood flooring and trim; 
main staircase ash; kitchen and bath- 
room wainscotted. 
All interior wood- 
work grain-filled, stained to suit owner 
and finished in hard oil. 


Colors: 
All clapboards, 
Colonial 
yellow; trim, white; all shingles left 
natural for weather stain; veranda and 
porch floors and ceiling oiled. 


The accommodations on tho first 
floor givo a dining and sitting room 
on the right, with open 
fireplaces; 
large hall, 7x18:6 ; parlor and kitchen 
on the left, separated by side hall and 
entry; four largo rooms on the sec- 
ond floor, besides servants' rooms and 
bath, with full set of plumbing. Open 
fireplaces 
may 
be 
introduced 
in 
two 
of 
the 
upstairs 
bedrooms. 
Double sliding or folding doors may 
be used between parlor and hall and 
sitting room and hall instead of por- 
tiere openings. 
Bay window may be 
planned at aide of dining room and 
the 
side porch 
may 
be 
entiTCly 
omitted. 


This design is capable of various 
modifications, but as described would 
cost about 84500, not including man- 
tels, rang© and heater, this estimate 
being based on New York prices for 
materials and labor. 
In many sec- 
tions of tho country the cost should 
be less. 


In conclusion it may be said that 
our ancestors of the Colonial period 
gave architecture, as they gave state- 
craft and the general affairs of life a 
wise direction that was in every way 
admirable. 
It is fitting indeed that 
we should keep them in grateful re- 
membrance.

T H E M A T T E R O F COSHIONS. 


"Whoever heartl of a house with too 
many 
cushions? 
The 
chairs need 
cushions, and so do the hammock, tho 
Bofas, lounges, divans, while aenerous, 
sturdy cushions foe the feet aro among 
the luxuries of rest. 
Always cover 
cushions first with unbleached muslin 
or bedtickinii, and then puu over it 
tho outer covering:. 
This will pre- 
vent the stuffing from working out, 
and the pretty cases from wearing out 
too quickly. 
Delicate, tinted cover- 
ings for cushions ought to bo made of 
materials that may be laundred, for 
nothing is moro offensive than a soiled 
cushion. 


Thero is a vride range of clothes to 
choose from, even under this condi- 
tion. 
China silks, pongees, plain and 
fancy linens, dainty ginghams, cham- 
braye, and lawns are some of the fab- 
rics, 
Chintz, cretonne and velours 
make 
suitable coverings 
for those 
cushions that will see hard service, 
while grass-cloth is specially adapted 
to cover veranda or hammock pillows, 
as it is not injured by rain. 
There 
are also several materials for 
filling 
tho cushons. 
Excelsior or hay will 
answer to put in cushions for the 
floor or doorstep, when curled hair 
cannot be had. 
Hair cushious ought 
to bo tufted, and, when BO made, aro 
the best for chair seats. 
But hair, as 
well as wool, 
which is an excellent 
stuffing, mat and 
pack down, and 
cushions 
filled 
with either of these 
substanceH will need to be made over 
occasionally, and tho hair or wool 
picked apart. 


Goose down is not as desirable as 
tho costly 
eider down, because 
it 
works through cloth. 
Gooso feathers 
aro tho best filling for sofa and lounge 
cushions, while an outer coat of hen's 
feathers will forma fair stuffing for a 
cushion, with excelsior or hay for the 
mass of its 
filling. 
Hen's 
feathers 
alone would make a cushion 
too 
heavy.—New York Times. 


E E C I P E S . 


Batter Pudding—One pint of milk, 
three eggs, seven heaping tablespoons 
of flour; heat the 
eggs thoroughly, 
stir in tho flour gradually, salt and 
bake twenty minutes. 


Crimped Fish—Soak slices of any 
firm whito fish in strongly salted water, 
with two tablespoonfuls of vinegar, 
and boil for about ten minutes. Drain 
the fish, arrange on a platter and re- 
move the skin and bones. 
Servo hot 
with oyster or lobster sauce, or cold 
with mayonnaise or tartar sauce poured 
into the space left by the bones. Gar- 
nish with water cress. 


Coffee Cake—One-half cup of butter, 
one cup bro^n sugar, one cup molas- 
ses, one cup strong coffee (boiled), 
ono beaten egg, four cups flour, one 
heaping teaspoonful baking powder, 
ono tablespoonful cinnamon, one tea- 
spoonful cloves, two pounds seedless 
raisins, one-quarter of a pound of 
sliced citron. 
Dredge the fruit and 
add last. 
Bake one hour. 


Oyster Potato Balls—Peel and boil 
twelve medium-sized potatoes, mash 
fine, salt, and add a piece of butter 
the size of an egg, and four table- 
spoonfuls of cream. 
Beat well, and 
when cold work into pate, putting two 
good-sized oysters inside of each pat. 
Dip in beaten egg and roll ia oraoker- 
meal. 
Put a tiny bit of butter on each 
ball and bake a light-brown in a qaiok 
oven.
